The CUP'S part in the Japanese- 
Canadian question was discussed, 
and the following resolution was 
adopted: 

'In full realization of the fact 
that Canada has recently concluded 
a war in defence of the principles 
ot democracy, and considering the 
declared policy of the government 
In deporting some 10,000 Canadians 
of Japanese origin is directly in 
conflict with these principles which 
we have professed to defend, we 
voice our strong disapproval of 
such a policy, and urge govern- 
ment and student action to suspend 
these deportations. 



"Wc arc of unanimous opinion 
that the government should take 
immediate steps to ascertain ade- 
quately, by the institution of Judic- 
ially conducted tribunals, the true 
allegiance of such Japanese-Can- 
adians as are in possession ot Can- 
adian citizenship through natural- 
isation, to ensure that Japanese- 
Canadians of Japanese birth, who 
who arc loyal to Canada, arc given 
the full rights of citizensips with 
all rights and privileges attached 
thereto. 

"With regard to these Japanese- 
Canadians who are Canadian citiz- 
ens by birth, we urge strongly that 
these nationals be given all rights 
of citizenship without further ques- 
tion, unless their conduct during 
the past war has definitely shown 
that their allegiance is not with 
Canada but with Japan. 

"Wc urge that these facts be con- 
sidered immediately, as wc feel that 
all the principles of democracy are 
at stake, and should be safeguarded 
before further transgressions 
occur."

Leading lights for the Vermont 
team were Frank Wurm, Montreal 
Royals baseball hurler, and Don 
Means. Wurm played a strong de- 
fensive game for the Bluo and 
White, and his accurate, zinging 
passes made one reminisce about 
the past baseball season. Means was 
the leading scorer for Middlebury, 
with 10 points, giving a fine dis- 
play of set shooting from the. cor- 
ner.

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Ân Important Decision 

A very disturbing btatc of affairs has arisen 
al Dawson College in regard to tliu question of 
Eludent self-government. Early this session, as 
soon as the necessary arrangements could be 
made by the Students Executive Council, an 
election was held at Dawson in order to form a 
Council wit!) which the students there could 
work to improve the campus- living conditions 
and inaugurate a policy of athletics and social 
activities. Although the per cent, voting was be- 
low expectations, tlic Council was put in office 
and set out to tiy and serve tlic St. .Johns sHi-. 
dent body as well as it could. 

Admittedly, there was little prepared for the 
first year students in science and engineering 
since the University had taken over the former 
R.C..\.F. station only a few days before the 
' start of the session. However, since then there 
have been many instances in which attempts 
' were made to make life on the Dawson campus 
as pleasant as possible. One of the chief insti- 
gators behind these attempts was the Students' 
Council. » 

Lately, there appears to be a tciidency at 
Dawson to pay little attention to the Council 
and its functions, and as a result a lack of sup- 
port has led to the resignations of several elected 
student leaders to the detriment of the students 
as a whole. During the past week a general 
meeting was called to disctiss new elections 
early in March, with special attention being 
paid those students who had arrived for the new 
session in January and who will continue over 
the summer. Another meeting has bècn called 
for tonight. The importance of this meeting to 
students now at Dawson or to those who may 
be there in the future cannot be ovcremhpasized, 
since it may mean, possibly for a long time, the 
loss "of self-government. 

Such a loss would probably result in the 
. movement of all business ordinarily under the 
jurisdiction of the Dawson Council to' the local 
Executive Council. This cannot possibly have 
the same view on problems faced by the Si. 
Johns students as would a body made up of un- 
dergraduates studying Under the same condi- 
tions. Not only would such a move be detrimen- 
tal to thé general welfare of Dawson àtudeftts 
bub it would h&va siinilàr effects on those at 
^icGill, whose Council has at the present time 
more than enough business to keep it busy. Any 
increase in problems faced by the Montreal 
r group is almost certain to result in a' less effi- 
éiént handling of both McGill and Dawepn stu- 
dent busines.

Toronto, Jan. 24.— (CUP) —A 
committee has been formed to 
establish a Brett Memorial Fellow- 
hip B3 n tribute to the late Pro- 
fessor George S. Brett, Head of the 
Department of Philosophy and 
Dean of the School of Graduate 
Studies of the University of Tor- 
onto. This fellowship will be open 
to students throughout tho world. 

Designed to strengthen the 
School of Graduate Studies at Var- 
lly, which is now among the 
largest on the continent, the fellow- 
ship will probably be valued at 
*l,20O. 

The establishment of this fellow- 
ship win serve a three fold pur- 
pose. It will perpetrate the memory 
of Dean Brett as a philosopher, 
teacher, and man. Furthermore it 
would also servo to' keep within 
Canada those students who have 
tended in the past to go to the 
United States for their Graduate 
Studies.
